Doubtless you are well enough acquainted with this 
part of the country to picture how this operates without my 
going into details. 


However, I have been educated and raised in another 
section of the United States where similar conditions do not 
exist in such measure as they are found here and where they 
would be positively and actively fought, if they did. In 
fact , I find myself in a position where I am constantly in 
contact with an alarming situation and am unable to do any- 
thing about it »

The reoso.n why I feel helpless about it all is due 
to the fact that I am not sufficiently well known in Chicago 
and Evanston to go to the right people who are sufficiently 
interested in fighting Hitlerism to make the necessary effort. 

Surely, there are some people in a community of this 
size who are engaged in defensive work and to whom I could 
volunteer my efforts. However, when I have approached any one 
on th i 8 subject, I have encountered a most aggravating 
indifference .
